Dear Sir: 

In connection with the Notice of Abandonment issued on November 8, 2006, 
please consider the following request for Withdrawal of the Notice of Abandonment 
under 37 C.F.R. § 1.181. 

Applicants assert that the present Request for Withdrawal of Abandonment is 
timely as it is being filed within two months of the mailing date of the Notice of 
Abandonment, as it is in accordance with 37 C.F.R. § 1.181(f). 
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Applicants filed a bona fide Petition under 37 C.F.R. § 1.47(b), in response to a 
Notification of Missing Requirements on July 7, 2006. See MPEP § 409.03. In response 
to the Petition under 37 C.F.R. § 1.47(b) filed on July 7, 2006, Examiner James Thomson 
issued a Decision on Petition, dated July 26, 2006, dismissing the petition filed on 
July 7, 2006. The dismissal mailed July 26, 2006 provided a two-month period for filing 
of a renewed petition and was silent with respect to the availability of extensions of time. 
MPEP § 409.03 states that Applicants may request reconsideration and file supplemental 
evidence in a case where a bona fide attempt was made to comply with 37 C.F.R. § 
1.47(b) from the outset. Applicants are currently in the process of gathering 
supplemental evidence for a renewed petition. 

Applicants received a Notice of Abandonment dated November 8, 2006, for 
failing to file a renewed petition by September 26, 2006. However, Applicants assert that 
extensions of time are available for filing a renewed petition in this case, in accordance 
with 37 C.F.R. § 1.136(a). 

In view of the above, Applicants assert that the Notice of Abandonment mailed 
November 8, 2006, was erroneously issued, and that a renewed petition may be filed in 
the present application on or before February 26, 2007, with up to a five-month extension 
of time. Further, Examiner James Thomson confirmed, via a telephone conversation on 
December 1, 2006, the facts stated above and agreed that the Notice of Abandonment 
mailed November 8, 2006, was erroneously issued. Accordingly, Applicants respectfully 
request withdrawal of the Notice of Abandonment issued on November, 8, 2006. 
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Applicants believe this request addresses all outstanding issues raised by the 
Notice of Abandonment issued on November 8, 2006. If this belief is incorrect, please 
feel free to contact the undersigned.
